Employers of G ettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county today 
received their 
first contact with President Roose­ 
velt’s national recovery administra­ 
tion. 
Postmaster C. A Williams, of Get­ 
tysburg, and o ther postmasters in 
the county today sent to employers 
of more than two m en copies of the 
president's reem ploym ent agreement 
by which the adm inistration plans 
to raise wages, 
shorten working 
hours and increase m ass purchasing 
power, all aimed toward the goal 
set by Mr. Roosevelt—5,000,000 more 
men at work by L abor day. 
In addition to th e letter, the en­ 
velope received by employers today 
contains a copy of the blanket in­ 
dustrial code w hich Axes $15 mini­ 
mum wage and a 40-hour maximum 
week for “white collar" workers and 
40 cents an hour minimum, with a 
maximum of 35 hours a wack for 
factory and laboring employes. 
Effective August I 
The code becomes effective Au­ 
gust I, and local employers are ex­ 
pected to sign th e president’s agree­ 
ment before Septem ber I.

Postmaster W illiam s said he has 
not yet received his supply of em­ 
blems, Insignia and stickers, but ex­ 
pects them w ithin a day or two.

A temporary tourist map of the 
Pennsylvania state highway system 
will be distributed by the depart­ 
m ent, beginning late this week, Sec­ 
retary of Highways S. S. Lewis an­ 
nounces. 
The usual map in colors 
was omitted as an economy meas- 
ire. 
The temporary map will be small, 
but complete as to the highway sys­ 
tem. 
Only cities and towns which 
m ark junction points will be shown, 
as

Secretary Lewis suggests that mo­ 
torists retain their copies of the 1932 
m ap, which is complete as to towns 
on the road system, as a guide to 
location of such places as are not 
shown on the new map.

welcome him when they learned of 
his plans to leave Washington dur­ 
ing the last few days of July for 
a 10-day vacation at Krum Elbow 
on the Hudson, ancestral seat of 
the Roosevelt family for a couple of 
centuries. 
Neighbors looked forward to the 
August visit, Mr. Roosevelt’s first 
to his home since he became presi­ 
dent. They arranged for a couple 
of bands, the American Legion­ 
naires in uniform, the Roosevelt 
home club to meet him—but knew 


would be there to welcome “Frank.” 
Many Roosevelt Welcomes 
Hyde park has seen many Roose­ 
velt welcomes. It was a surprised 
and somewhat unbelieving crowd 
that called on him 22 years ago 
when he won his first political of­ 
fice. a state senatorship Dutchess 
county had been so overwhelmingly 
republican that a democrat running 
for office was believed to be wast­ 
ing his time.

GANDHI MOVE 


Natives Look intr 
For Next 
Step By Mahatma In Dis­ 
obedience Drive. 


Simla. India 
<AP>—Un here in 
the “hill capital” of India govern­ 
ment officials are preparing to meet 
warning the government of his in- 
Gandhi's struggle for his brand of 
Indian independence. 
Hopes of peace in this teeming 
peninsula and of the final calling 
off of the civil disobedience move­ 
ment fostered by the Indian na­ 
tionalist congress, were dimmed re­ 
cently when Gandhi announced his 
new plan of campaign. 
Individuals Displace Mass 
He said that beginning August I 
individual disobedience acts would 
begin, although he himself would 
not take part in them without first, 
warning the goveernment of his in­ 
tention to do so. 
Hitherto it has 
been a mass movement. 
This pronouncement followed the 
break down of negotiations for a 
personal 
interview 
between 
the 
little national leader and the vi­ 
ceroy. Lord Willingdon. The latter 
would not receeive Gandhi .unless 
the passive 
resistance 
campaign 
were unconditionally suspended. 
Hopes for a brighter development 
had rested largely upon the con­ 
tinued release of political prisoners. 
Some 1,800 were let go in June. 
Of 15 members of the nationalist 
congress- working 
committee 
ap­ 
pointed in 1931, nine are free, in­ 
cluding Mrs. Sarojini Naidu, the 
brilliant poetess who at one time 
headed the organization because all 
her superiors in the party were in 
Jail. 
Of the six leaders still held, two 
are restricted only to living within 
certain prescribed areas. 
Jawaharlal Nehru and Vallabhai 
Patel are the only two members of 
outstanding influence still in prison. 
The former's sentence 
expires in 
October but it is anticipated that he 
will be free before that date. 
Nehru recently 
was 
visited 
in 
Dehra Dun prison by Pandit Mala- 


viya, who is becoming known as the 
nationalists’ “apostle of peace.” Be­ 
cause of his known wish to see a 
truce arranged with 
the 
govern­ 
ment, Malaviya’s trip was looked 
upon as having special significance. 
But 
later 
developments 
dashed 
these hopes also.
